have to contend with in checking this 
counter Reformation movement, by reasun 
of its insidious nature, We healtste not to 
say, that however anxious a Bishop may 
be on. the subject, the Romanizers will 
bafllo his efforts to subject them to penil- 
ties in the ecclesiastical courts, ao long as 
John xxi, 23, words addressed primarily 
and exolusively to the inspired apostles, are 
permitted to hold the place which they 
now ocod&ipy in the office for the ordination 
of Preabyters, The revision of the Prayer- 
book is tho yery first stop which must be 
taken to counteract the ‘ Catholic Revi- 
val,” Until this is done the promoters of 
that apostacy may laugh at every attempt 
to restrain them, The following is the 
Bishop of Gloucester’s letter :

tion moyement is greatly Increased by the lu- 
sidious nature of its development, The meth- 
ods commonly adopted are (1), the undue ex- 
altation of the prerogatives of the priestly of 
fice ; (4), the extension of the syatem of private 
confession and absolution—both ef which may 
be carried out yery successfully, without it 
bulpg easy for any authoritative cognizance to 
be taken of them, And yet no two methods 
could be adopted which tend completely to 
countervail the two most distinctive principles 
of the Reformation—viz., the blessed privi- 
lege of personal access, through fa{th, to Christ 
crucified, and the right of appeal to an open 
Bible. ‘In conclusion, then, though I #ay 
bound to call your attention ta these real feo! 
serious impediments, I must not fall to and 
that I feel perfectly hopeful as to the issue, 
The deepest feelings of the English people ore 
enlisted on tho side of the Keformation, so 
much so that itis a subject of anxtety with 
many lest, ere long, these feelings should be so 
strongly manifested as to drive the majority of 
the counter-Reformation party elther into a 
position from which retyrn might be difficult, 
or loto the communion of the Greck, Romish, 
or the co called Old Oatholic Churcties. How- 
ever that may be, my own duty is plain—to 
seek, by every exercise of authority and moral 
influence, to bring abont obediercw to the law 
of tho land and to the final decisions of the 
Court of my Metropolitan, ‘This I haye done 
and this I'mean to do.

arties Who had resided at and were well 

nown in Napanee, From the evidence of 
& young lady who was going home trom 
Sunday School, at tho time of the tragedy, 
it appears that Doyle and bis wife were 
quietly walking along Queen Street.” The 
Witness says :—* She had hold of bis arm 
and had her hands clasped together, This 
was when they were at the corner where 
the new house is being built, at Harding’s 
corner, When they got to the gutter, the 
wind blew up her skirts, she disengaged 
her left hand and took hold of her skkirte. 
She made some remark to him, smiling at 
the time, I could not hear what she said, 
They crossed to Preston's corner ; then I 
heard the report, I thought at firet it was 
4 firecracker ; I looked in their direotion, 
Tsaw the lady fling up her left hand; 
the man had something dark in his, I 
think sho still kept hold of bier with the 
right, She reeled over on him, and he 
pushed her from him with his two hands 
and she fell over on her face and then roll- 
edover. Then he fired at his own head, 
Tho pistol went off, ho was then looking 
towards Queen aquare, He did not fall 
then, but turned around and kind of slows 
ly settled himself down, he did not fall. 
Then I called out to a young lady who was 
coming from Queen square, He was lying 
still, when she ran up to him, and she 
covered her face with her hands and said, 
‘“My God don't let me look at it,” she 
turned and ran away. They were both 
lying down at this time ; he then set him- 
self up nearly straight, looked at met 
straight for a second or two, reached ou 
his left hand and picked up the pistol from 
the sidewalk. He heldit in his hand a 
minute, then turned his left hand and put 
it to his breast and fired.” 

Mre. Doyle died shortly after, aad Doy le 
lingered until Wednesday morning, when 
he died. The causes that led to the mur- 
der and suicide were unknown, nor could 
anything be learned trom Doyle why he 
committed the rash act,

The New Cabinet. 


The construction of the new Administra~ 
tlon at Ottawa, raises an important quea 
tion of constitutional Jaw, The principle 
which liea at the busis of our Parliamentary 
system is that no member ofthe Houso of 
Commons shall hold any office ot profit 
under the Crown, the law requiriag any 
member accepting such an office to at onoe 
vacate his seat, Without the safeguard 
Against corruption and undue influence 
thus provided, it would be impossible to 
carry on the Government on our present 
system, An exception is introduced, hows 
ever, in favor of the heads ot public de- 
partments, who are allowed to sit and vote 
in Parliament, though it 1s certain they 
will alwaya yote in favor of the Govern» 
ment in favor of themselves, because 
the disadvantage of such a etaro of things 
is thought to be moro than balanced by the 
convenience of having Ministere present in 
Parliament, ready to anawer all question 
relating to public business, and to explain 
and defend measures which are recommend» 
ed for adoption by Parliament. ‘Thio ia 
the English system which we have adopted 
in Canada, Inthe United States on the 
other hand, 60 jealous are they of any jn- 
terference with the freedom und indepen- 
dence of the Legislature that the membera 
ot the Government are entirely excluded, 
during their tenure of office, from seats fu 
either House of iCongress, The founders 
of the American constitution have acted on 
the English principle without admitting 
any exceptions, The English acton the 
same priaciple, but allow an exception in 
favor of Ministers of the Crown tor tho 
reasons already stated, While we admi 
these reasons to be sufficient'it should at 
the same time be remembered that it 18 
only as an exception that Ministers of the 
Crown are allowed to sitand yote in Par- 
liament. The spirit of the constitution 
therefore requires that this exception 
should be strictly limited to the neoessity 
out of which it arises, and that the number 
of placemen in Parliament should be re- 
stricted to the number actually required to 
carry on the business of the country, #. ¢., 
to the heads of public departments. 

The system attempted to be introduced 
by the new Governmont js in plain yiola- 
tion of this constitutional rule. Mr. Blake 
and Mr, Scott, it is announced, are mem= 
bera ot the Cabinet without porttolios, If 
they have no public departments to manage 
their assistance 18 not required to carry on 
the ‘business of the country, and their 
presence in theVabinet is an anomaly and an 
interference with the independence of Par 
liament, To say they are to receive no 
salary is no answer to the objection. A 
seat in the Cabinet with thé right to be 

resent at Oabinet councila and to share in 

labinet wecrets desirable object of am- 
bition tomany men, even without a salary 
attached. The Government haye begun 
by creating two such anomalous offices, but 
the number may be indefinitely extended. 
There is just as much reason for having 
three members of the Oabinet without 
salary aa thore is for having two, and juat 
as much reason for haying six as three, 
Once you establish a wrong principle, or a 
vicious precedent, the evil’ has a tendency 
to increase in proportion to the necessities 
of the Government, No one doubts for a 
moment that Mr, Blake anid Mr, Soot® will 
be bound to vote for the Mackenzie Goy. 
ernment on all occasions, ag much as if the 
one were the Minister of Justice and the 
other Minister of Public Works, and by 
and by it may be discovered that the In- 
fluence fad support of one or two other 
important members of Parliament. may be 
secured by the offer of seats in the Cabinet 
without salary. 

‘The ayatem ndverted to is ao strange and 
new, and in such plain and manifest con« 
tradiction to ull constitutional usage and 
principle, that we cannot help being struck 
with amazement to find go strict a constitu 
tionaliat as Mr, Blake setting the example 
of violation of the constitution, — Gazette,

peared to be suffering great pain, When 
auleep sho was dead to everything; but when 
Awake talked pleasantly and intelligently, 
sometimes complaining of pain, and exclaim-= 
ing, “Oh, my bend {" and when she awake 
ened sho invariably asked for water, but ate 
Very little, Sho anid she had no conacloun- 
Hess of over having dreamed, arid that it waa 
no pleasure for her to live afflicted as she 
was, Sho was very sensitive, and Opa 
mortified to think #ho waa boing exhibited, 
Hor affliction was inaugarated by & apell 
of chilis, Some medical men have attribut-
